of Shahpura, Rajputana. 


I.— GENERAL DESCRIPTION. 

Shahpura is a small tract of country in South-East Rajputana, its 
greatest lenirth from North to South being about 30 railes, and its 
<Treatest width. East and West, some 21 miles. 

The total area of the Chiefship including the Kachola Parganah is 
705 square miles, T'he latter Parganah has an area of 300 square miles, 
and is made up of the tliree Tebsils of Kachola, TJiela and Re was ; these 
consist of fourteen islands of territory, which lie in the Mewar State, to 
the South and East of Sliahpura. The main portion of the Chiefship 
consists of the PhttHa Parganah, which is sub-divided into five Tehsils, 
those of Shfdipura, Phalia, Saiigaria, Dikola, and Dharia. 

The Chiefship is for the most part flab and treeless and no hills of 
any height break the? monotony of the plain : at Khamore and Mindolia, 
however, are to be seen some low hills and a range equally insignificant 
runs from Dikola to Nowgaon, a distance of about a mile and-a-lialf ; here 
and there are outcrops of mica, schist, granite and hornblend from small 
hillocks which can he seen for miles. 

There is no big jtmgle in the Chiefship, hut large Birs exist at 
Lasaria, Karamrawas, Ranechan and Dhani, and in these are harboured 
large numbers of wild boar, black buck and chinkara ; hare, fox, jackals 
and wolves are also plentiful, while the usual migratory game birds visit 
the tanks in large numbers and offer excellent opportunities for the 
sportsman. During the rainy season the florican, [Kkermore, Shahpasand), 
is also found in the grass Birs in fair iiurabers. The following are con- 
sidered sacred in the Chiefship ; Cows, Bulls, Lungurs, Peacock and 
Pigeon. 

The plains are fertile and largely cultivated and depend mostly on 
the monsoon for their crops ; the Khari river and its tributaries, the 
Mansi and two other nullahs, are inconstant rivers and drain the water 
from this tract of land in a North and Eastly direction, into the Banas 
river. 

There are no natural Jakes. The onl37' town of anj’' importance is 
Shahpura, which had in 1901, a population of 8,074. Phulia and Sangaria 
are rich and thriving vill ages of IjiiOO and S,354 inhabitants respectively ; 
the only other villages of any size are Doria, Dhanop, Dikola and 
Eothian which have a population of between one and two thousand. For 
the rest, the peo[)le live in small clusters of earth-built huts, erected near 
the most fertile parts of the country, and usually situated on the summity 
of a rise in the ground ; these hamlets are for the most part squalid and 
mean, but the people arc as a whole contented and comfortabl}' w'eJl 
provided. 



CoJ/iftiutiications. — No railway has ns 3 ‘et peiiotraterl the Chiefsliip, 
but the Kajputana-Mahva line passes through the Mewar territory to the 
West of Shahpurn ; passengers for Shahpura city alight at Lambia station ; 
from this place after a drive of twelve iiiiles the Dikola Tehsil is entei ecl, 
the Capital being reached some ten miles further on* The road from 
Dambia to Shahpura, which is but a countty cart track, is the best 
kalclia road in the Cliiefsbip, which as 3 *et (1910) can boast of no metal- 
led roads. The road from Deoli to Shahpura is in parts rough and 
uncared for, making the drive of 30 miles long and tedious. 

The Capital , — The town of Shahpura is situated 25" 38' N and 
74’ 56' E and is 30 miles from Deoli, 60 from Ajmer and 22 from 
Lamhia Station. Its population in 1901 was 8,974. 

Archeology,— O? arclieological remains the Chiefship cannot boast 
of many; the only place which Is of interest from this point of view, is 
the vilkge of Dhauop some 12 miles from Shahpura ; this in olden times 
was a flourishing town and a stronghold of Buddhism, as is witnessed bv 
the black stone carvings and idols, which have been excavated ; these 
temples suffered severely under the hands of the Mohammedan Emperors, 
and but little now remains to show the former importance of the place. 

'The original old wall of Shahpura commenced in the time of Bharat 
Singh, still surrounds the town and is, like all fortresses built at that 
perioii, a massive structure of stone, brick and earth of about 32 feet in 
width. 

The only other building of interest is the collection of ebatris at 
Ramdwara ; this is a very lioly place and the head-quarter of the Sadhu 
of Bam Satiehi sect ; only members of this sect and of the Rajadhiraja’s 
family are privileged to be cremated here, and when their ashes have 
been sent to the Ganges, a chatri is erected to the memory of the 
departed nud marks the site of the cremation. In this way has come 
into existmice a very flue collection of chatris, the most ancient of which 
docs not however date previous to 1650 A.D.

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Sindhift. The sev'enth Chief Amar Singh 0 796-1827) is said to have 
received from the Alaharaiia of Mewar the title of Haja Dhiraj which is 
accorded to successors to this day. The eleventh and present Chief is 
Jiuja Dhiraj Islahar Singh who succeeded by adoption in 1870 received full 
powers in 1S7G, and was made a K.C.T.E. in 1903. Under the Sanad of 
<June 27, 1S48, the Chiofship pays to the British Government a tribute of 
Ks, 10,000, subject to the proviso that, if the Customs duties lievied in 
the Ajmer District be abolished, the Chief shall, if the Government so 
wish also cease to collect such duties, and in such a case the tribute shall 
bo reduced tti Ks. 2,000 a year. The Chief has received the right of 
adoption. 

In addition to holding Shahpura directly by grant from the British 
Government, the Baja Dhiraj possesses the estate of Bachhola in Udai- 
pur, fi>r which he pays tribute and does formal service as a great noble of 
that Slate. 


TTI.— METEOROBOCrlCAl^. 

Ct.IMATCS, Wi.VDS ANU liAINKALr,. 

The winter months in Shahpura are cold, dry and very pleasant; 
during the months of December and January, a niinimunj temperature 
varying from 35* to 46* B is recorded, and the poorer inhabitants who 
cannot afford the Itixuri' of a fire, and seldom vary the amount of their 
clothing, suffer severely from the cold. 

Broin the 15tK of !March on the weather changes, and it gradually 
becomes hotter until the rains ; the maximum temperature recorded 
in the ten years ending 1908, varied from ll2* IT to IIG'* F in the shade, 
the hottest months of the year being May and Juno, during the four 
hot month.s a very hot dry wind, known locally as the " Loo" blow.s 
incessantly, and with varying intensity, ceasing about 2 a.m., but 
occasionttlly por-sisting throughout the entire night. This wind is of the 
greatest service in working the khaskhas tatties, b^’ w'hich living rooms 
are at this season kept cool. Dust “devils" and sand-storms are frequent 
and often very- violent. 

Shalipuru is not supplied with an anemometer or wind vaiio. 

The rains which do not usually break in Shahpura until the 1st, 
2nd or 3rd week in July, have during the period 1899 to 1908, only onco 
sot in, in the month of Juno; the njonsoon composed ns it is, partly of 
the Arabian and partly of the Himalayan currents, is slight and variable, 
being mostly in the form of local thunder-storms. 

The average rainfall is 25 inches, anything loss than this is greatly 
felt by the culti%’ators, owing to the lack of irrigation facilities. 

During the rains, the temperature falls somewhat, but the air 
is charged with moisture, and at times in the absence of any' brce22, it is 
very disagreeable. 

The month of October is still unjdcnsnntly warm for a Duropoan. 

Light rains usually fall in December or January, and are of consid- 
erable service to the Babi crops.

IV.~WATER SUPPBY. (a) Vre.Us. 

The water supply is derived entirely from snrfaco wells and tanhs. 

The wells contain mostly a free supply of water, more or less hard 
and brackish, but used by the population as their only supply of drink- 
ing water, 

AVell water is also very generally used tliroughout the Chiefship for 
watering wheat, barley and cotton and other Pabi crops; as one travels 
through the country’-, numerous are the green and prosperous oases in the 
sun on 13 ding sandy plain. 

The water level in the wells in and around Shahpura was in May 
190S, IS to S9 ft- bcloTv the surface.

• The water supply for the P.aJ Dispensary is drawn from this well. 
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All six wells showed scant 3 ’ sediment, consisting of vegetable debris, 
ela^’ and parainaecia III and JV should not bo considered potable waters 
although vi?ed hy the people as a water supplj* ; the other wells suppU-- 
fairly* good water. 

(h) Artificial I'anJcs , — Agriculture is, however, very largely’ depend- 
ent on irrigation from artificial lakes or “tanks” of which there are 3B 
in the Chiefship. 

The large iBiind at Bhimpura, which was completed in Ma 3 ’’ 1908, at 
a cost of about Ks. 4,50,000 was breached b 3 ’ the torrential rains of 
June attd JUI 3 ' of that 3 ^ear ; from end to end it measures miles, and 
when full, the area of water is calculated at 5 square miles ; it will irrigate 
more than 15,000 btgahs of land, and will be an inealculable boon to the 
cultivators of the district.

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(c*) Caste and Classes . — The tribes and castes found in Shahpura are 
numerous : the accon^panying table, taken from the Census Report of 
1001, shows the Hindu community to be composed of no less than 17 
separate and di&tinct castes; of these, the Ram Sanehi Sadbus alone will 
be mentioned here. The founder of this sect w^is Ram Charan JJus, who 
flourished about the middle of the IStli Century ; he led a holy and devoted 
life and preached the identity of the Soul and God ; he denounced idolatry 
and the caste s 3 ’stem and advocated a celibate life of devotion. High 
motives, however, seem now to have disappeared and his followers aji- 
parentl^’' observe no religious tenets of anj?- sort, beyond the constant 
repetition of the word Ham Ham, 

This sect is not composed of any special caste but recruits its devotees 
from ail the various Hindu classes ; the monastery of the sect is the 
Ramdwara Temple at Shahpura where the chief priest or mahant lives ; 
at the annual Alelcc of the Rhoo! Hoi which takes place in the month 
of March, infants are dedicated to this monastery and are received into 
the Sadhu religion ; adults of all castes and classes are also admitted and 
thereby forego all claims to house and property and become mendicants ; 
the devotees then take up their residence at the Shahpura moriasterj', 
or at one of the branch houses, belonging to the sect, or wander as relio-- 
ious beggars through the country, 

The ICaim R^liauis were originally R.ajputs but became coIl^'erts to 
Mahommedanism during the reign of Mohammedan Emperors.

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{d) Education . — Tlio people are for the most part illiterate, there 
being 40>423 persons unable to read or write any language. In Shalipura 
town there are throe schools, two for boj’.s, and one for girls ; to enable 
the sons of Jagirdars, Thakurs and others not living at Shahpura to attend 
the Schools at that town, a boarding-house was built by the mother of 
Rajadhiraja ISTahar Singh and was named after her the ** Karam Soth 
Boardiug-liouse, 

Schools for bo^’s also exist at Dikola, Rhulia, Sangaria and Kothian, 
The languages spoken are iMewari, and Rajastani, a few of the more 
educated people knowing Urdu and ECindi. In 1901, only 10 persons 
could read and write English, 


IV- — ECO N O M I OS . 


(a) Agriculture . — The preparation of the land for both iCharif and 
Rabi crops is practically identical ; during the two months which pre- 
cede the sowings, the earth is ploughed up once or twice, with the com- 
inon Rulli ; the Klharif crops are not .sown until the 2nd or 3rd fall of 
rain, and until the ground has once more been turned by the plougli. 

Light weeding is required during the growth of the crops, and from 
the time the first sprouts make tlieir appearance until the harvest, the 
crop-^ have to be watched night and day to preserve them from the in- 
roads of the wild boar, black buck, chinkara, squirrels and the numer- 
ous birds, which abound in Shahpura. 

Occasionally locusts visit the Chiefship and cause great destruction 
to the crops.

(6) Trades . — The needs of the people of Shahpura are small, and 
there are thus few- trades worthy of mention beyond the ordinary occupa- 
tions of Indian villagers. 

In the year 1700 A. D,, a family of dyers came and settled in Shah- 
pura town and since have carried on a thriving trade amongst the local 
people. The d^^es are Indigo, Kasum and Al. 

About half a Century ago a native of Tapan took up his abode in 
Shahpura and introduced a Japanese Lacquer work, for which Shahpura 
was for a period famous; since the death of the introducer of this “ Japani 
EZam ” the art has become extinct. The Lohars turn out knives, swords 
and other iron implements of a simple description from imported steel 
and iron ; their work is, however, only rough and is of no special 
value. 

A curious industi'y which is seen in Shahpura is the making of 
Bangles, known by the natives as “ Churies ; ” they are made from 
cocoanut shells which are shaped and turned in a lathe. 

Cotton weaving is only done on a small scale by the Balaies, Kolies, 
and Julabas : hand looms are used ; a coarse kind of cloth called Baza is 
made and is in great request ; printing on this coarse fabric is also under- 
taken to a certain extent in the Capital. 

Bricks, tiles, and gurrahs for local use are also made. There is one 
cotton press and ginning factory at Shahpura where cotton for export 
to Bonibaj’^ is pressed. 

(c) Minerals . — At Chainpura in the Kachola Parganali, iron ore is 
to be found in a hillock ; it appears that in the past, iron ore was worked 
at this place but of recent years none has been extracted. 

In the Phulia Parganah large quantities of garnets are to be found; 
they are worked to a certain extent; the value of the output in 1907 
was over Bs. 0,700. 

Traces of mica exist but no vserious effort has been made to exploit 
this mineral, which would probably be found in veins quite as rich as 
tho.se near by in Ajrner-jSIerwara territory. 

{d) Fuel and Fodder . — The trees chiefly used for firewood are the 
babool, dhak, khejra, indokra, and khair, these are cut in the neigh- 
bouring Birs or are brought from the scattei'ed hills of the ICachola

Parganah. 

Ilried cowdung is used extensively by the poor people as fuel. 
The si/reets are not lighted in Shahpura. The oil of Til (G-ongoIu) 
and cheap imported Kerosine oil are burned by the people in their 
lamps. 

Fodder . — There are in the Chiefship four large grass Birs at Lasaria, 
Baramrawas, Banechan, and at Bhani ; from these a plentiful supply of 
grass is obtained. Large and numerous grass stacks have been erected at 
Shahpura and in the event of scarcity or famine, the cattle of the

Shahpura fchares Avjtb the rest of the plains of Bajputana a ^reat 
floral poverty ; there is no jungle properly so called, and the plain is 
scantily supplied ^vith trees and shrubs. 

The larger trees are mostly to be found near tanks and wells and 
along the river banks. 

The accompanying Table VIII give the trees and shrubs indiginous 
to the Chicfship and other common trees and plants vrhieli have been in- 
troduced from other parts of India : in Column 5 will be found the use 
to which the natives put tlie various trees and shrubs.

Tho streets nnd roads of Shahpura are mostly narrow, crooked and 
tmeverij and tUo main street is the only metalled road in the town. There 
has hitherto been no attempt to drain away the surface water of the 
town and the main street loudiitg’ to the I^filnce, l 3 ’’ing on a slij^htly lower 
l«vel than the surrouiiditio' irmliallas becomes in the rains a roaring nulhiht' 
\vater thence flows freely' into the moat and other low ]j’'ing' parts outside 
the town wall, and stag^nant there for man^'' months, forms a fertile 

breeding- place for mosquitos ,* the water of the moat is used to some ex- 
tent for irrigation purposes hut itdoesnot run dry till February or JVtarch. 
During the rains and the fever season which follows, pools of water are 
to be found all ov,a’ the town. 

Three public latrines and 28 urinals are scattered over the town and 
n.1] refu so is removed in carts to a. distance of about half a mile from the 
walls. Tlio Conservancy’- Staff ctjnsists of one Jemadar, two Sepoys, one 
Cart Driver, t ^vo Ilhislccs and twelve Sweepers. 

Certain private houses are supplied v,'ith latrines but the primitive 
conscrvHiicv s-ysleni of the rndian Nativ’o village is still in vogue with the 
majority of the population, 

Tiic Ilindu crematorium and the cemetery’ are outside the wnll.-. 
about half a mile distant. 


Until the y^-ar 1872, Slmiipura pos.-icssed no Jail, but m that year 
vheii the Courts were opened, the £»ivsent Jail was built ; it is situated iu 
the Falace compound and can accommodate 24 prisoners ; the t‘)tal area of 
the compound is 12,876 square feet and the cubic capacity’ of the barracks 
is 15,560 cubic feet; there are six male wards and one female , a new Io<’k- 
ij}) was provided in 1903 for juveniles in the Topkhana opposit»^ tlm 
J ail. 

The flaily average of inmates for tlie Inst five years hn- been 2 1 ; th*-> 
daily* average of patients under treatment during t he .same periofl \vn < 
I 62. No cjiidcinics have visited the Jail ; the mo^.t common complaints 
from which the prisoners sufl’er from fever, diarrlioo i and dy’.spopsia. 

One Sweeper i.s found suflicient to keep t he Jail and its dj y earth 
latrine clean. 

Dope and dhurry* making and nownr weaving are the industiie.s 
carried on by* the prisoners, who also grind corn and cook thoir own food. 

The diet of the prisoners is liberal.

The rJaj I^ii^pensnry, which is the only !MefUcal institution in the 
State, was opened in the year 1S72, and a qualifierl Hospital Assistant was 
pat in charge j a very useful work has been carried on amongst these verv 
uneducated people, iiiiitiy uf whom iire, unfortunately, still greatly pre- 
judice*^! against European methods of treatment. 

X'able rX and X show the diseases treated in this IJ>ispensary during 
the last twenty-live ye-ars. 

The idaj Dispensary compound is situated in the South-East quarter 
of the town, auid is closely shut in by liouses and high walls. There are 
four words iv'hich can aecommodate 20 In-patients; there are in addition 
to these, three rooms, nc., the Dispensary, the consulting room, whore 
operations are also performed, and the Out-patient i*oom. 

There is a good verandah in front of the building, ^Yhere the patients 
sit wliile waiting for treatment. 

X he Hospital Estublishment consists of one H^ospital A-Ssistant with 
the following staff of servants : — 


One Oompounder. One Vaccinator. 

One Dresser. One Bliistee. 

One Cook, One Sweeper. 

'Ilieio is room for improvement in the Dispensary and the Surgical 

Equipment is as yet scanty, but it is .suited to the present needs of Shah- 
pura. At present, cases requiring the performance of major operations 

are, when po.ssibIe, sent to Deoli and are treated there in the Charitable 
Disjiensary. 

The Budget Allotment for the Hospital Establishment, medicines 
and coutingenoios for the year 1907-08 was Rs. 2,480, British coin, and 
the actual ospenditure for the previous year was — Us 2,100

The commoaest diseases treated in this Ttospital are : — 

j^lalavial Fever's , — Malaria is very prevalent in Shahpura, more 
especially during the “Fever season,” which lasts from September to 
January ; the most common types Tiiet with are tertian and quartan 
fevers, and less frequently quotidian ; these fevers always give way to 
quinine or a combination of quinine and arsenic ; occasionally severe 
irregularly remittent fevers are seen which jdeld to quinine, and which 
are, I believe, due to a mixed Malarial infection. 

Vejiercal Di^c'tsies . — All fi>rms of venereal arc commonly’ met with; 
a severe type of syphilis is met with, duo in all probability to neglect 
and want of appropriate treatment. 

Ohvoidc Fheumatistn . — This is fairly common amongst those of 
advancing years. 

O ttutea-worm , — Most usuallv seen during and after the rains,

Z)tsertse.'J of ihc Digestive Organs . — The commonest disorders of this 
.‘system are Tiiarrhcea, J)\'sentory, Dyspepsia, and congestion of the liver 
wdth accompanying piles ; Diairhrca and Dysentery are common during 
the mins, and the hitter disease yields readily to the sulphate treatment. 

Diseases if the Fcspirutorg Organs. — Pleurisy, Dronchitis and 
l^neumonia are frequent in the cold season and are due to chills, the 
result of in.-^ufllcient clothing. Pnoinonia is yearly responsible for many 
deaths. Asthma is also fairly common. 

IFscascs of the Kyes and Ears. — Conjunctivitis, Iritis, Glancoma, 
Cataract and chronic Granular disease of the lids with its consequent 
Trichiasis, Dntropium and Corneal affections are very common. 

Desides the usual constitutional diatheses which predi.sposc to 
disease, there arc al.so ccrhiin possible climatic factors in the causation of 
some of these conditions ; these arc the frequent dust*storms of summer, 
the great heat and glare, and the hosts of flies which swarm at all seasons, 
but amount in the rain.s to a veritable plague. 

Sexirvy . — Cases otg met with amongst the poorer classes, especially 
in venrs of scarcitv. 

Delhi Sore and Sloughing Ulcers. 

Skin Diseases. — R.ingworm of the Dodj% Scabies, Merpos, X’soriasis, 
Urticaria, Favus and Tinea Tonsurans are all common. 

TjCs.‘? cotr.mcmly met with arc ; — 

Enteric Fever . — Called by the native.s motigera or nikala. 

Tnbco'culosis . — Affections of lungs, bones and joints, etc. 

Mycetoma. — Occasional cases are scon. 

Cei'chro-spinal fever, — In 1002 tlircc casc.s of this disease were 
noticed, all of whom recovered. 

No cases of malignant disease have been treated at the Dispensary 
in the last ten years. No ca.scs of stone have come under observation 
in the last few j^car.s ; there is no leprosy in the Cliiofship but Icucoderma 
is fairly common.

Phtguc. — There is no record of any 35pidemic of Plague in the Chief- 
ship before the year 1904 : in Ujat 3*ear one imported case was reported ; 
the patient came from Hhjlwara attd was the cause of the severe out- 
hieak of 1904 - 0 ;"), in which 1,G07 cases, occurred with 1,1 15 deaths. Every 
eflort was made during this epidemic to lessen the force and limit the 
.spread of the disease 1,31 3 persons were inoculated with TIafi'keine’s 
Plague prophylactic ; out of this number 26 were attacked and 12 died. 
Evacuation, Segregation, and disinfection, were adopted under the 
supervision of the Agency Surgeon : the thoroughness with which these 
measures were carried out, was duo to the great interest which the 
Pajadhiraja loaii’b took in the matter and to the energy of the ICamdar 
Sahib. 

Sum! 1-1 tax . — Every yc-nr Small-pox of a more or less mild type visits 
the Chiefship, but although it never assumes a widespread epidemic form, 
it yearly claims its li.st of victims. In 1905, 67 deaths were reported 
from this disease alone, while in the two following years the figures were 
GO and 72 giving an average yearly mortality of 1-47 per 1,000. 

^'’accinatioii lias unfortunately been unpopular in this district, but it 
is progressing ; tlic Vaccination statistics can be .seen by a reference to 
Table XilJ, 

Cholera . — 'J ho Statistics of the out-breaks of Cholera which have 
occurred in recent yaar,s rnny be seen from Table XI I. 

Tim great famine of 1900-01 was responsible for the cases which 
occurred in that year, and those of 1906 were in the village of Eoulat- 
pura, 5 miles from Shahpura town; precautionary measures were taken 
and the disease did not .‘•proad.

A^acci nation is under the supervision of the Agency' Surgeon, 
Haraoti and Tonic, and is carried on by one A^accinator under tlie direction * 
of ’the Hospital Assistant in charge of the Raj Hispcnsaiy at Sliahpura. 

The work is done in the cool months from October to March, botli 
in Shahpura town and in the neighbouring villages. 

The A^accinator tours round the villages four titnes a year and the 
Hospital Assistant makes one autumn and one spring tour to encourage 
parents to bring forward their children for vaccination, iuid to note the 
results of the work done by the A^accinator-

Previous to the "leat famine of 1809-1900, there is, but little on 
I f corii concernincc tlie famines of this district. 

It would appear that scarcity and distress were felt in the year.s 
.1812, 1S33, 1848, 1860, 1809-70, 1877-78, 1891-92 and 1895-96. 

Duringr the famine of IS69-70, 2,000 persons are .said to have emi- 
grated, and 9,000 to have died; 68 per cent, of the cattle perished. 

Tlie famine of 1899-1900, was due to the rainfall being scant^’^ and 
irregular, and to it.s early cessation. The Kharif crop ^Yas very poor and 
the was an absolute failure. Relief worlc.s were opened in October 

1899 and were not closed till the middle of the followincr August after 
the .setting in of the monsoon proper. The relief woiks consisted of 
grass cutting, and the construction of the Railwa 3 " earth-Avork and of two 
largo tanks at Dhanope and Liiswaria. The total amount spent on relief 
Avorks, amounted to Rs. 64,574, (British coin ;) Poor houses were also 
instituted at a co.st to the Ghiefship of Rs. 12,306 ; that these relief 
work-s were successful maj’- be seen from the fact that only 235 persons 
succumbed during this famine to insufficioncA’’ of food. 

The Treasury of the Ghiefship suffered severe loss, owing' to the 
neee‘^sarv suspension of five-twelfths of the revenue. 

’'fakavi loans wore issued to help the cnltivator.s to maintain them- 
selves and dig new welts, etc., and after the fall of the rains, sums of 
money were also distributed fiom the Glmritable Relief Fund to enable 
them to renew their stock and cattle. 

Owing to the scarcity of foildor no attempt was made to save 
Uto cattle, tlie greater number of which died of starvation; a few only 
which were provided with the leave.s of trees survived.
